THE  CAPITOL  OF  THE  COUNTRY. 

The  Colonial  Congress  met  in  Philadelphia  up  to  the  year  1784,  when 
it  removed  to  New  York,  where  it  remained  for  six  years.  Then  again  it 
met  in  Philadelphia  from  1790  to  1800,  when  Washington,  D.  C.,  became 
the  fixed  seat  of  Government.  The  place  was  then  a  wilderness. 


WASHINGTON'S 
INAUGURATION. 

It  took  place, 
not  on  the  4th  of 
March,  but  on  the 
30th  of  April,  1789. 

New  York  was  the 
seat  of  Government 
at  that  time,  and, 
of  course,  the  in¬ 
auguration  took 
place  there.  An 
old  paper  says : 

“ The  oath  of 
office  was  adminis¬ 
tered  upon  the  ter¬ 
race  in  front  of  the 
Ancient  City  Hall 
at  the  head  of 
Broad  Street,  by 
Chancellor  Living¬ 
ston,  dressed  in  a  ' 

full  suit  of  black.  The  Secretary  of  the  Senate  held 
the  Bible  upon  a  rich  cushion  of  crimson  velvet. 
The  man  on  whom  all  eyes  were  fixed,  stretched 
forth  his  hand  with  simplicity  and  dignity.  The 
oath  was  administered.  The  Bible  was  raised,  and 
his  head  bowed  upon  it  to  kiss  the  sacred  volume. 

The  Chancellor  then  proclaimed  that  it  was  done, 
in  a  full,  distinct  voice,  and  in  the  following  words: 

“  Long  live  George  Washington,  President  of 
the  United  States !” 

The  silence  of  thousands  was  at  an  end — the  air 
was  rent  with  acclamations,  bursting  from  the 
hearts  and  tongues  of  men  who  felt  that  the  hap¬ 
piness  of  themselves,  their  posterity,  and  their 
country,  was  secure. 

From  the  Hall,  the  President,  Vice-President, 
the  members  of  both  houses  of  Congress,  and  a 
large  concourse  of  people,  proceeded  to  Trinity 
Church,  where  the  august  ceremonies  of  the  day 
were  closed  by  solemn  religious  services,  con¬ 
ducted  by  Bishop  Provost.” 

Times  and  -  men  have  changed.  Instead  of 
“  solemn  religious  services,”  our  Presidential 
inaugurations  are  now  closed  with  a  grand  ball ! 
That  man  would  be  laughed  at,  who  to-day  would 
propose  the  old  way.  But  is  it  not  far  better,  and 
more  becoming  than  the  new  ? 


THE  FOURTH  OF 
MARCH. 

“Some  think 
that  the  President 
of  the  United  States 
is  inaugurated  on 
the  Fourth  of 
March  because  it 
never  falls  on  Sun¬ 
day  in  inauguration 
year.  But  this  is  a 
mistake.  Inaugu¬ 
ration  Day  fell  on 
Sunday  in  1821 
and  1849,  and  it 
will  again  fall  on 
Sunday  in  1877, 
1917,  1945* 

2001,  &c.  It  oc¬ 
curs  at  regular  in¬ 
tervals  of  28  years, 
~  except  when  pass¬ 

ing  a  centennial  year  which  is  no  Leap  year,  when 
the  interval  is  40  years.  It  is  equally  true  of  any 
other  day  in  March.” 

BROTHER  JONATHAN. 

The  term  Brother  Jonathan,  as  applied  to  the 
United  States,  originated  in  a  playful  remark  of 
Washington.  The  incident  is  this  : 

When  General  Washington,  after  being  ap¬ 
pointed  commander  of  the  army  of  the  Revolu¬ 
tionary  War,  went  to  Massachusetts  to  organize 
it,  he  found  a  great  want  of  ammunition  and  other 
means  of  defence,  and  on  one  occasion  it  seemed 
that  no  means  could  be  devised  for  the  necessary 
safety.  Jonathan  Trumbull,  the  elder,  was  then 
governor  of  the  State  of  Connecticut,  and  the 
general,  placing  the  greatest  reliance  on  his  ex¬ 
cellency's  judgment,  remarked,  “  We  must  con¬ 
sult  Brother  Jonathan  on  the  subject.” 

The  general  did  so,  and  the  governor  was  suc¬ 
cessful  in  supplying  many  of  the  wants  of  the 
army ;  and  thenceforward,  when  difficulties  arose, 
and  the  army  was  spread  over  the  country,  it 
became  a  by-phrase,  “  We  must  consult  Brother 
Jonathan ;”  and  the  name  has  now  become  a 
designation  for  the  whole  country,  as  “  John  Bull” 
has  for  E  nglan  d .  —Selected,

bers  to  herself,  with  several  hundred  thousand  to 
spare !  If  this  is  not  spiritual  prodigality,  in  labor 
and  souls,  we  know  not  what  could  be.”

AN  EARNEST  ADDRESS. 

In  the  old  Provisional  Liturgy  of  1857  is  found 
the  following  address  to  the  congregation,  in  re¬ 
gard  to  its  relations  to  those  just  confirmed.  It  is 
not  found  in  the  Order  of  Worship,  but  deserves 
to  be  kept  before  our  people  in  this  present  form : 

Dearly  Beloved  in  the  Lord  :  Having 
admitted  these  persons  to  the  full  Communion  of 
the  Church,  we  now  commend  them  to  your 
Christian  sympathy  and  regard,  and  ask  for  them 
your  intercession  at  the  throne  of  mercy,  that 
they  may  grow  in  grace  and  in  the  knowledge  of 
our  Lord  and  Saviour,  Jesus  Christ,  and  continue 
faithful  in  his  service  unto  death. 

Bear  in  mind  that  they  are  members  with  you 
of  the  same  body  of  Christ,  and  that  all  the  mem¬ 
bers  are  bound  to  have  the  same  care  one  for 
another;  so  that  if  one  member  suffer,  all  the 
members  should  suffer  with  it,  and  if  one  member 
be  honored,  all  the  members  should  rejoice  with  it. 

Take  heed  that  ye  offend  not  any  one  of  these 


disciples,  either  by  error  in  doctrine  or  miscon¬ 
duct  in  life.  Remember  the  awful  warning  of  the 
Lord  Jesus:  Whoso  shall  offend  one  of  these  little 
ones  which  believe  in  me,  it  were  better  for  him 
that  a  mill-stone  were  hanged  about  his  neck,  and 
that  he  were  cast  into  the  depth  of  the  sea.  Woe 
unto  the  world  because  of  offences ;  for  it  must 
needs  be  that  offences  come,  but  woe  to  that  man 
by  whom  the  offence  cometh  ! 

Ye  that  are  strong  ought  to  bear  the  infirmities 
of  the  weak,  and  not  to  please  yourselves.  Let 
every  one  please  his  neighbor  for  his  good  to  edi¬ 
fication.  For  even  Christ  pleased  not  himself, 
and  came  not  to  be  ministered  unto  but  to  minister 
and  to  give  his  life  a  ransom  for  many, 

Let  us  provoke  one  another  to  love  and  to  every 
good  work ;  striving  together  against  all  sin,  and 
giving  all  diligence  to  make  our  calling  and  elec¬ 
tion  sure ;  so  that  having  fought  the  good  fight  of 
faith,  we  may  together  win  the  crown  of  righteous¬ 
ness,  which  the  Lord,  the  righteous  Judge,  shall 
give  unto  all  them  that  love  his  appearing.  Amen .

THE  AMERICAN  REVOLUTION. 

i.)  What  was  it  about  ?  Some  say  unjust  taxa¬ 
tion  was  the  cause. 

England,  from  1754-62,  had  an  expensive  war 
with  France  in  regard  to  Canada,  which  so  in¬ 
creased  its  national  debt  as  to  make  additional 
taxation  necessary. 

The  English  government  turned  to  the  Ameri¬ 
can  Colonies,  and  tried  to  force  upon  them  the 
noted  “  Stamp  Act/ 1  which  required  all  legal  and 
business  documents  to  be  stamped,  that  is,  a  duty 
paid  on  them  in  order  to  be  binding,  besides 
many  other  unfair  demands. 

This  the  Colonies  stoutly  resisted,  because  it 
was  taxation  without  representation.  The  English 
tried  to  force  them  to  obedience.  This  brought 
on  the  war  which  began  at  Lexington,  Mass., 
April  19,  1775.  The  Colonies  declared  themselves 
free  and  independent  of  the  mother  country  on, 

THE  FOURTH  OF  JULY,  1776. 


This,  however,  was  not  the  main  cause,  but 
rather  only  the  incidental,  occasion,  of  the  Dec¬ 
laration  of  Independence. 

Not  only  were  many  other  wrongs  done  to  the 
Colonies  by  England,  as  you  may  learn  from  the 
facts  recited  in  the  Declaration  itself ;  but  also,  in 
the  very  nature  of  things,  it  was  not  possible  that 
a  strong,  growing,  progressive  country  like  America 
could  long  be  governed  by  an  old  country  like  Eng¬ 
land,  so  different  in  many  things,  and  separated 
by  three  thousand  miles  of  Ocean.  The  indepen¬ 
dence  of  the  Colonies  was  simply  a  historical 
necessity. 

2. )  How  long  did  the  war  last  ?  From  the  bat¬ 
tle  of  Lexington,  April  19,  1775,  to  the  surrender 
of  Cornwallis  at  Yorktown,  October  19,  1781, 
that  is,  just  six  years  and  six  months. 

3. )  How  many  battles  were  fought  ?  Not  many 
great  battles ;  but  counting  also  the  skirmishes 
and  small  conflicts,  there  were  fifty-four.

THE  OLD  STATE  HOUSE. 

It  stands  in  Chestnut  Street,  Philadelphia,  and  has  an  interesting 
history.  Built  in  172S— 1734  by  the  Colonial  Assembly,  and  used  by  it 
till  1799,  it  was  sold  in  1818  to  Philadelphia. 
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There,  in  the  lower  left- 
hand  room  of  the  main 
building,  met  the  Conti¬ 
nental  Congress,  which, 
July  4th,  1776,  passed  the 
Declaration  of  Independ¬ 
ence. 

The  famous  “Liberty 
Bell”  was  cast  for  the  State 
House  in  the  year  1753, 
and  upon  it  were  placed  the 
words:  “Proclaim  liberty 
throughout  the  land  unto 
all  the  inhabitants  thereof” 
(Lev.  25  :  10).  And  this 
bell,  with  its  iron  tongue, 
started  the  tidings  of  liberty 
throughout  the  land. 

The  bell  was  subsequently 
broken,  when  ringing  in 
honor  of  the  arrival  of 
Henry  Clay  in  Philadel¬ 
phia.  It  now  stands  on  a 
pedestal  in  the  hall  of  the 
State  house.

Our  nation,  being  one 
hundred  years  old, 
celebrates  the  event  by 
holding  a  grand  Cen¬ 
tennial  and  Interna¬ 
tional  Exhibition.

Here  is  the  “  Main 
Exhibition  Building,” 
itself  covering  over 
twenty-one  acres,  one 
story  high,  with  lovely 
grounds  all  around  it. 


THE  “KEYSTONE  STATE.” 

Do  you  know  why  Pennsylvania  is  called  u  the 
Keystone  State  ?”  Because  she  decided  the  great 
question  of  American  Independence. 

When  the  Continental  Congress  was  voting  on 
the  Declaration  of  Independence,  the  thirteen 
colonies  voted  by  delegations.  Six  of  them  voted 
for  and  six  against  it.  These  delegations  sat  right 
and  left  of  the  President,  JohnHancock.  In  front 
of  him  sat  the  Pennsylvania  delegation. 

When  the  delegations  fronf  all  the  colonies, 
except  Pennsylvania,  had  voted,  and  it  was  dis¬ 
covered  that  they  were  equally  divided,  John 
Hancock,  perceiving  that  John  Morton,  one  of  the 
Pennsylvania  delegation,  was  not  in  his  seat,  and 
seemingly  aware  that  the  latter  held  the  casting 
vote  in  his  delegation  in  favor  of  the  measure, 
arose  and  made  a  speech,  urging  the  Pennsylvania 
delegation  to  vote  for  independence.  He  con¬ 
tinued  his  exhortation  until  he  saw  John  Morton 
enter  the  hall,  and  then  sat  down. 

The  Pennsylvania  delegation  stood  equally  di¬ 
vided  upon  the  great  issue,  until  John  Morton 
gave  the  casting  vote  in  favor  of  the  Declaration. 

Thus  John  Morton  decided  the  vote  of  Pennsyl¬ 
vania,  and  thus  Pennsylvania,  by  giving  the  casting 
vote,  decided  that  important  question;  and  from 
this  she  received  the  name  of  the  “  Keystone  State,” 
the  thirteenth  State — the  block  of  the  Union  Arch. 


Why  was  John  Morton  late  in  his  seat  on  that 
occasion  ?  A  number  of  influential  persons  visited 
him  on  that  morning,  urging  him  to  vote  against 
the  Declaration,  but  they  could  not  prevail. 

In  the  old  Episcopal  church-yard,  in  Chester, 
Pa.,  stands  a  plain,  neat  monument  about  twelve 
feet  high,  over  the  remains  of  John  Morton.  The 
inscription  says  :

“Tell  them  that  they  will  live  to  see  the  hour  when  they 
shall  acknowledge  it  to  have  been  the  most 
glorious  service  that  I  have  ever 
rendered  to  my  country.”

MEMORIAL  HALL. 

In  this  magnificent  building  are  exhibited  the  painting  and  sculpture  of  all  nations. 


It  is  only  about  one- 
fourth  as  large  as  the 
“Main  ”  building. 

The  main  entrance 
is  by  three  doors,  each 
forty  feet  high,  and 
fifteen  feet  wide.  A 
dome,  one  hundred 
and  fifty  feet  from  the 
ground,  rises  from  the 
centre,  and  supports  a 
great  bell,  on  which 
stands  a  figure  of 
Columbia  with  out¬ 
stretched  hands,  wel¬ 
coming  all  nations  to 
our  hospitable  shores. 

It  is  called  Memorial 
Hall,  because  it  is  to 
remain,  after  the  Cen¬ 
tennial,  as  a  memorial 
of  that  great  event  in 
our  history.

MEN  AND  MONEY. 

Loud  calls  are  made  for  Missionary  money.  We 
equally  need  Missionary  men.  A  hundred  thou¬ 
sand  dollars  in  hand  to-day  would  be  of  little  ac¬ 
count,  without  one  hundred  more  men.  The  lack 
of  ministers  is  a  sad  fact  in  our  Mission  work. 
Therefore,  pray  ye  the  Lord  of  the  harvest  to  send 
forth  more  laborers  into  His  harvest. 

But  just  here  another  sad  fact  meets  us.  When 
young  men  offer  themselves  for  the  work,  and  ask 
the  Church  to  educate  them,  often  they  are  turned 
away  with  the  answer,  “  We  have  already  as  many 
on  hand  as  the  Board  of  Beneficiary  Education  can 
support ;  ’  ’  that  is,  for  want  of  money  we  cannot 
get  the  men. 

Is  it  not  a  sin  and  shame  that  the  Church  must 
thus  always  be  hampered  in  its  work?  The  Lord 
give  both  ministers  and  people  a  more  earnest, 
willing,  working  spirit  ! 

What  are  we  in  the  world  for,  at  least  what  are 
we  in  the  Church  for,  but  to  spread  the  Kingdom 
of  Christ? 


HAVE  YOU  A 
PARSONAGE? 

Every  charge 
should  have  a  par¬ 
sonage.  Then  the 
pastor  will  feel  not 
only  more  at  home, 
but  also  more  safe. 

Renting  may 
often  be  as  cheap  as 
owning  a  house;  but 
then  the  pastor  may 
soon  have  to  move, 
which  is  both  ex¬ 
pensive  and  trou¬ 
blesome,  in  many 
ways.  He  lives  in 
a  house,  but  he  has 
no  home. 

In  a  parsonage, 
however,  he  is  com¬ 
fortable.  As  the 
property  belongs  to 
his  people,  he  not 
only  knows  he  can 
use  it  so  long  as  he 
is  pastor,  but  he  feels  an  interest  in  it,  and  loves 
to  care  for  it  and  improve  it. 

Having  a  parsonage  is  more  pleasant,  not  only 
for  the  pastor,  but  also  for  his  people.  They  know 
where  to  find  him.  They  will  feel  more  interest 
in  his  home,  just  because  through  years  it  becomes 
to  them  a  place  of  sacred  associations. 

The  question  may  be  argued  also  on  the  ground 
of  economy.  Some  charges  rent  a  house  for  the  pas¬ 
tor.  In  other  cases  he  pays  the  rent  out  of  his 
salary  ;  but  in  either  case,  the  congregation  loses 
just  so  much  money  every  year.  Once,  a  minister 
bought  a  house,  his  people  agreeing  to  pay  him  so 
much  extra  salary  every  year.  In  a  few  years,  he 
had  a  home,  and  the  people  had  paid  for  it,  yet 
they  in  the  end  had  no  parsonage  ;  and  when  he 
left,  they  bought  from  him  the  house  which  they 
might  for  years  have  owned,  if  they  had  taken  his 
advice. 

Have  a  parsonage  for  your  minister.  Give  him 
a  home.  Keep  it  in  good  repair.  It  is  a  credit  to 
you,  and  a  comfort  to  him.

NOVEMBER. 


On  the  7th  of  June,  1776,  in  the  Continental 
Congress,  which  met  in  the  Old  State  House  in 
Philadelphia,  Richard  Henry  Lee,  of  Virginia, 
offered  his  celebrated  resolution,  which  was  after¬ 
ward  embodied  in  the  Declaration  i^r-Resolved, 
That  these  United  Colonies  are,  and  of  right 
ought  to  be,  free  and  independent  States;  that 
they  are  absolved  from  all  allegiance  to  the  British 
Crown  ;  and  that  all  political  connexion  between 
them  and  the  State  of  Great  Britain  is,  and  ought 
to  be,  totally  dissolved.  ” 

On  the  nth  of  June,  177 6,  Congress  appointed 
a  Committee  to  prepare  a  Declaration  of  Inde¬ 
pendence  :  Jefferson,  Adams,  Franklin,  Sherman, 
nd  Livingston. 

“The  Committee,”  says  John  Quincy  Adams 
in  his  autobiography,  “held  several  meetings,  in 
which  were  proposed  the  articles  of  which  the 
Declaration  was  to  consist,  and  minutes  were  made 
of  them.  ”  Jefferson  and  Adams  were  then  ap¬ 
pointed  a  sub-committee  to  draw  up  the  Declara¬ 
tion  in  proper  form. 

Mr.  Jefferson  made  the  draft  and  submitted  it 
first  to  Mr.  Adams  and  Dr.  Franklin,  who  suggested 
but  two  or  three  valuable  amendments.  It  then 
went  before  the  whole  Committee  and  was  ap¬ 
proved  without  amendment.  But  Mr.  Livingston, 
of  New  York,  did  not  sign  it  when  Congress  had 
passed  it.  It  was  then  submitted  to  Congress 


and  laid  on  the  table. 
July  1  st  the  resolution 
declaring  independence 
was  taken  up,  and  deba¬ 
ted.  The  resolution  was 
adopted  July  2d.  The 
“Declaration”  as  repor¬ 
ted  by  the  Committee 
was  then  taken  up  and 
debated  three  days,  the 
2d,  3d  and  4th  of  July. 
It  was  adopted  on  the 
evening  of  the  Fourth. 

The  ideas  of  the  Decla¬ 
ration  were  not  original 
with  Jefferson.  He 
simply  gave  definite 
shape  and  full  expres¬ 
sion  to  sentiments  that 
long  had  been  in  the 
public  mind.  Parton  says : 

“Mr.  Jefferson  used  to  relate,  with  much  mer¬ 
riment,  that  the  final  signing  of  the  Declaration  of 
Independence  was  hastened  by  an  absurdly  trivial 
cause. 

Near  the  State  House  was  a  livery  stable,  from 
which  came  swarms  of  flies  assailing  the  silk 
stockinged  legs  of  the  members.  Handkerchief  in 
hand  they  lashed  the  flies  with  vigor,  but  the 
annoyance  became  at  ^length  so  extreme  as  to 
render  them  impatient  at  delay,  and  they  made 
haste  to  bring  the  momentous  business  to  a  con¬ 
clusion.  After  such  a  long  and  severe  strain  upon 
their  minds,  members  seemed  to  have  indulged  in 
many  a  jocular  observation  as  they  stood  around 
the  table.” 

Tradition  has  it  that  when  John  Hancock  had 
affixed  his  magnificent  signature  to  the  paper,  he 
said:  “There,  John  Bull  may  read  my  name 
without  spectacles!  ” 

When  Mr.  Hancock  reminded  the  members  of 
the  necessity  of  hanging  together,  Dr.  Franklin 
said,  “  Yes,  we  must  indeed  hang  together,  or  else, 
assuredly  we  shall  all  hang  separately.” 

#  And  this  may  have  suggested  to  the  portly  Har¬ 
rison — “a  luxurious,  heavy  gentleman,”  as  John 
Adams  describes  him— his  remark  to  slender  Elb- 
ridge  Gerry,  that  when  the  hanging  came  he  would 
have  the  advantage,  for  poor  Gerry  would  be  kick¬ 
ing  in  the  air  long  after  it  was  over  with  himself.

.  LEGACIES  FOR  THE  CHURCH. 

1. )  The  best  way  to  give  a  large  sum  to  the 
Church,  that  is,  to  her  Colleges,  Seminaries,  or 
Boards,  is  to  do  so  while  living.  Then  you  are 
sure  that  the  Church  gets  it. 

2. )  But  some  persons  cannot  do  this.  They 
must  have  the  money  for  their  support  or  some 
other  purpose,  till  death.  They  can  leave  it  to 
the  Church  by  will.  But  in  many  cases  the  will  is 
wrongly,  or  at  least  doubtfully,  worded,  and  so  the 
Court  sets  aside  the  will,  and  the  Church  gets  noth¬ 
ing.  Not  only  is  the  Church  wronged,  but,  alas  ! 
the  godly  wish  of  the  giver  is  wronged. 

Yet  is  it  not  his  own  fault?  Perhaps,  he  has 
allowed  some  one  to  write  the  will  who  knows  or 
cares  nothing  about  our  government,  the  names  of 
our  Institutions  and  Boards,  and  the  phraseology 
of  our  Church ;  and  so  the  will  is  doubtful  or  even 
incorrect  in  its  wording,  and  trouble  follows. 

3. )  To  make  sure  that  your  will  is  right,  for  a 
legacy  to  the  Church,  use  a  form  of  words  which 
is  definite  and  particular,  stating  (1)  how  much 
shall  be  paid,  (2)  when,  (3)  to  whom,  that  is,  to 
the  Treasurer  of  what  Board  or  Institution,  (4) 
for  what  purpose. 

4. )  Be  very  careful,  .however,  not  to  burden 
your  legacy  with  conditions,  as  to  how,  when  and 
where  the  legacy  is  to  be  used.  The  Church  knows 
best  how  to  manage  its  funds ;  and  good  people 
often  spoil  the  usefulness  of  their  legacy  by  the 
conditions  that  embarrass  it.  Indeed  in  some 
cases  the  legacy  is  altogether  lost,  just  because  the . 
conditions  are  such  that  the  Church  cannot  ful- 
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HISTORICAL  ITEMS. 

An  abstract  of  Civil  and  Church  History  of  the 
Century  would  be  both  interesting  and  profitable  ; 
but  space  allows  us  to  give  only  the  leading  items  in 
the  history  of  our  own  Church  in  the  United  States. 

1. )  In  1730,  we  had  in  this  country  about 
15,000  members,  but  only  a  few  congregations. 

2. )  Our  first  Church  was  built  in  172 6,  at  Skip- 
pack,  in  what  is  now  Montgomery  County,  twenty- 
four  miles  from  Philadelphia. 

3. )  In  1746,  when  Rev.  Michael  Schlatter  came 
to  this  country,  he  found  about  forty-six.  congre¬ 
gations,  and  only  about  half  a  dozen  ministers,  of 
the  German  Reformed  Church. 

4. )  The  first  Synod,  then  called  Coetus,  was 
organized  in  Philadelphia  (which  then  had  only 
10,000  inhabitants  !),  Sept.  29th,  1747*  Only  four 
ministers  were  present,  and  twenty-seven  elders. 

5. )  In  1751,  Schlatter  visited  Holland  and 
Switzerland,  to  get  aid  for  the  feeble  churches  in 
America.  He  returned  in  about  eighteen  months 
with  six  ministers,  and  some  money. 

6. )  In  1776,  the  Synod  met  in  Lancaster,  Pa. 
Eleven  ministers  were  present,  and  twelve  absent. 

7. )  The  first  Reformed  Catechism  was  published 
in  this  country  in  1790. 

8. )  In  1793,  the  Coetus  or  Synod,  now  forty- 
six  years  old,  declared  itself  independent  of  the 
mother  Synod  of  Holland  (to  which  it  had  always 
been  subject,  and  from  which  it  had  always  re¬ 
ceived  its  authority,  advice,  men  and  money),  by 
adopting  its  own  first  Constitution. 

9 .  )  In  1810,  the  “  Society  for  the  Relief  of  Minis¬ 
ters  and  their  Widows  ”  was  incorporated,  though 
in  existence  perhaps  twenty-five  years  before. 

10. )  In  1817,  Synod  began  to  publish  its  minutes 
in  German.  In  1825,  also  in  English. 

11. )  The  old  Synod  of  our  Church  was  divided 
into  Classes  in  1819. 

12. )  In  1822,  the  “  Independent  ”  Synod  was 
organized  in  East  Pennsylvania.  In  1836,  its 
ministers  again  entered  the  old  Synod. 

13. )  In  1825,  seventy-eight  years  after  the  or¬ 
ganization  of  the  original  Synod,  the  Synod 
opened  its  first  Theological  Seminary,  at  Carlisle, 
Pa.,  with  five  students.  In  1829,  the  Seminary 
was  removed  to  York,  Pa.  ;  in  1837,  to  Mercers- 
burg,  Pa. ;  and  in  1871,  to  Lancaster,  Pa. 


14. )  In  1827,  the  “  Magazine  of  the  German 
^Reformed  Church”  (now  called  the  Reformed 

Church  Messenger ),  was  first  published  as  a 
monthly. 

15. )  In  1829,  Synod  constituted  the  Board  of 
Visitors  of  the  Theological  Seminary,  a  Board  of 
Beneficiary  Education . 

16. )  In  1830,  our  present  English  Hymn  Book 
was  published. 

17. )  In  1832,  the  Board  of  Home  Missions  was 
organized. 

18. )  In  1836,  our  first  College,  Marshall  Col¬ 
lege,  at  Mercersburg,  Pa.,  was  chartered  by  the 
Legislature. 

19. )  The  present  edition  of  the  Heidelberg 
Catechism  began  to  be  published  in  1840. 

20. )  In  1842,  was  published  Rev.  Dr.  J.  W. 
Nevin’s  “  History  and  Genius  of  the  Heidelberg 
Catechism”;  in  1843,  his  “  Anxious  Bench”; 
and  in  1846,  his  “  Mystical  Presence.” 

21. )  In  1844,  was  organized  our  first  Board  of 
Publication,  which  in  1864  was  reorganized. 

22. )  The  old  Constitution  of  1793  was  set  aside 
by  another  in  1828,  and  this  gave  way  to  the 
present  one  in  1846. 

23. )  In  1849,  Rev*  Dr*  Harbaugh  began  to 
publish  his  works  on  the  Future  Life. 

24. )  In  1853,  Marshall  College  was  removed  to 
Lancaster,  Pa.,  and  united  with  Franklin  College. 

25. )  In  1863,  our  first  Orphan  Home  was 
opened  at  Bridesburg,  Pa.  (now  at  Womelsdorf, 
Pa.);  in  1867,  another  at  Butler,  Pa. 

26. )  In  1863,  the  Church  celebrated  the  three- 
hundredth  anniversary  of  the  Heidelberg  Catechism . 
A  free-will  offering  of  $108,000  was  given  by  the 
Church. 

27. )  In  1864,  soon  after  the  burning  of  the 
Printing  Establishment  in  Chambersburg  by  the 
Confederate  Army,  our  Publication  Board  removed 
to  Philadelphia,  Pa. 

28. )  In  1865,  the  name  of  our  Sunday-school 
paper  was  changed  from  “  The  Pastor' s  Helper 
to  “  The  Child's  Treasury .” 

29. )  In  1867,  the  noted  “  Myerstown  Con¬ 
vention”  was  held  in  Myerstown,  Pa. 

30. )  In  1869,  the  word  “German”  was  dropped 
from  our  Church  title. 

31. )  Our  Liturgies  were  published  as  follows  : 
the  Mayer  Liturgy,  in  1841 ;  the  Provisional 
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Liturgy,  in  1857;  the  Eastern  Order  of  Worship, 
in  1866;  the  Western  Liturgy,  in  1869;  and  the 
German  Translation  of  the  Eastern  Order  of 
Worship,  in  1873. 

32. )  For  a  list  of  our  Periodicals  and  the  date 
of  their  origin,  see  the  tabular  statement  in  this 
Almanac. 

33.  Our  Synods  were  organized  as  follows  :  the 
Eastern,  or  Mother  Synod,  1747;  Ohio  Synod, 
1824;  North  Western,  1867;  Pittsburgh,  1870; 
Potomac,  1873;  Eastern  German  Synod,  1875. 
The  General  Synod  was  organized  in  1863. 

34. )  Our  Almanacs.  The  first  published  by 
our  Church  was  at  Cleveland,  Ohio.  In  1864, 
the  Eastern  Board  published  the  first  one  of  this 
English  series;  and  in  1872,  the  first  of  a  German 
series.  In  1873,  Western  Board  published 
their  first  English  almanac. 

35. )  The  increase  in  the  number  of  our  ministers 
is  wonderful.  In  1747,  we  had  6;  in  1791,  17; 
in  1800,  31;  in  1809,  37;  in  1817,  47;  in  1820, 
60;  in  1830,  99;  in  1840,  172;  in  1850,  280; 
in  i860,  391  ;  in  1870,  548;  in  1876,  623. 

36. )  The  increase  of  communicant  membership 
is  equally  encouraging.  In  1817,  we  had  11,000. 
In  1857,  i.e.  forty  years  after,  we  had  51,000.  In 
1876,  we  have  116,363. 


THE  LORD’S  SUPPER. 

Though  your  preparation  of  heart  and  mind  is 
the  main  thing,  yet  several  smaller  matters  should 
also  receive  careful  attention. 

1. )  Do  not  crowd  the  table.  This,  for  several 
plain  reasons,  is  improper. 

2. )  Stand  near  the  chancel-railing,  so  as  to  be 
within  easy  reach  of  the  elements. 

3. )  Come  forward,  not  hurriedly,  but  yet 
promptly,  and  without  delay. 

4. )  Take  the  cup  into  your  own  hand,  as  well 
as  the  bread.  (Some  make  the  minister  put  the 
cup  to  their  lips.) 

5. )  Receive  and  give  back  the  cup  calmly  and 
firmly,  not  with  that  quick,  hurried,  nervous 
movement  which  endangers  the  wine. 

6. )  Never  go  home  before  the  Communion  ser¬ 
vice  has  ended.  Dinner  and  friends  can  wait. 

7. )  Do  not  fold,  especially  do  not  crumple, 
your  alms,  and  the  paper  on  which  your  name^b 
written.  It  only  makes  needless  trouble. 

8. )  If  possible,  always  attend  the  Preparatory 
service ;  and  when  hindered  always  read  the  Pre¬ 
paratory  service,  carefully  and  reverently,  at  home. 

9. )  If  not  able  to  receive  the  Lord’s  Supper, 
nevertheless,  send  in  your  alms.  It  will  do  you 
good  in  several  ways.’

Letters  weighing  over  half  an  ounce,  and  prepaid  a  single  rate,  are 
forwarded  to  their  destination,  and  the  balance  due  collected  on  delivery 

Drop,  or  local  letters,  1  cent  per  l/2  oz.  or  fraction  thereof.  At  offices 
of  free  delivery,  2  cents. 

Newspapers,  and  all  periodicals  sent  from  the  office  of  publication, 
must  be  prepaid  by  the  publisher.  Weekly  Newspapers  are  free  in  the 
county  where  issued,  except  when  distributed  by  letter-carriers. 

Miscellaneous  matter,  such  as,  unsealed  circulars,  maps,  prints,  en¬ 
gravings,  music,  cards,  photographs,  types,  cuttings,  roots,  seeds, 
occasional  publications,  transient  newspapers,  magazines,  prospectuses, 
books,  book-manuscript,  proof-sheets,  corrected  proof-sheets,  patterns, 

samples  of  merchandise,  &c. - is  sent  at  the  rate  of  one  cent  per 

ounce  or  fraction  thereof. 

Foreign  postage  is  5  cents  per  y2  oz.,  on  letters,  aud  2  cents  per  4  oz., 
on  newspapers,  to  Germany,  Austria,  Hungary,  Belgium,  Denmark, 
Egypt,  Spain,  Greece,  Italy,  Norway,  Russia,  Sweden,  Switzerland 
and  Turkey.  To  other  countries  not  belonging  to  the  General  Postal 
Union,  various  rates  are  charged. 

Unmailable  articles,  are  ;  liqu:ds,  poisons,  glass,  explosive  chemicals, 
live  animals,  pointed  instruments,  sugar,  or  any  other  matter  liable  to 
deface  or  destroy  the  contents  of  the  mail,  or  to  injure  those  in  the  ser¬ 
vice.  Also  all  indecent  publications  and  writings. 

Money  can  be  sent  to  any  part  of  the  country  with  absolute  safety,  by 
obtaining  a  Money  Order  The  fees  are  :  On  $15  or  less,  10  cents  ; 
over  #15  and  not  exceeding  $30,  15  cents  ;  over  $30  and  not  exceeding 
$40,  20  cents  ;  over  $40  and  not  exceeding  $50,  25  cents. 

N.  B.  No  order  is  issued  for  a  larger  sum  than  $50.
